President’s  Report 

The  President  welcomed  members  and  guests  to  the  Annual  Meeting  and  asked 
them  to  rise  for  a  minute  of  silence  to  remember  two  very  active  members  of  the 
Society  who  had  recently  passed  away. 

It  is  my  sad  responsibility  to  ask  you  to  remember  Dr.  Donald  Swainson  and  Dr. 
W.  Kaye  Lamb,  two  distinguished  scholars  who  committed  their  energy  and  talents 
to  the  work  of  the  Champlain  Society  over  many  years. 

Dr.  Swainson,  of  Queen’s  University,  Kingston  served  on  Council  and  on  its 
committees  for  the  past  decade.  His  active  participation  and  his  commitment  have 
been  of  immense  assistance  to  me  and  the  other  members  of  Council  throughout 
this  time.  His  friend  and  colleague,  Dr.  Brian  S.  Osborne,  spoke  eloquently  at  a 
recent  memorial  service  of  Dr.  Swainson’s  contributions  to  teaching,  scholarship, 
and  the  Society. 

Dr.  W.  Kaye  Lamb,  OC  died  in  Vancouver  on  August  24th  ,  1999  at  the  age  of  95. 
Dr.  Lamb  served  as  President  of  the  Champlain  Society  for  1 1  years  (1953-64)  and 
as  an  active  Honorary  President  since.  He  served  Canada  as  Dominion  Archivist 
(1948-68)  and  as  our  first  National  Librarian  (1953-67).  A  more  detailed  notice 
has  appeared  in  our  Newsletter  as  well  as  full  obituaries  and  appreciations  in  the 
journals  of  many  societies  in  which  he  was  active.  At  the  memorial  service  in 
Ottawa,  I  attempted  to  summarize  something  of  the  breadth  of  his  achievement: 

He  walked  easily  between  our  different,  and  often  differing,  professions 
at  ease  amongst  historians,  librarians,  and  archivists,  earning  respect 
and  trust  from  all.  He  combined  the  conflicting  demands  and  pressures 
of  scholarship  with  the  daily  crises  of  the  university  and  government 
administrator,  with  many  scholarly  works  complementing  his  numerous 
administrative  achievements.  He  was  committed  to  excellence  and 
insisted  upon  meticulous  research  and  accuracy.  He  advocated  and 
demanded  bilingual  federal  services  long  before  that  became  govern¬ 
ment  policy.  He  shared  freely  and  openly  his  wide  knowledge,  abilities, 
and  passion  with  any  who  shared  his  enthusiasm  and  commitment.  His 
approach  to  Canadian  history  and  his  ambition  for  the  Champlain 
Society  came  through  clearly  in  his  Presidential  Address  to  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Historical  Society  in  1958: 

I  want  to  see  historians,  rather  than  journalists  and  novelists,  write  the 
history  books  that  will  be  read  widely  in  Canada.  I  want  to  see  historians 
broaden  their  audience,  and  in  that  way  carry  their  important  discoveries 
and  conclusions  to  a  wider  public,  instead  of  merely  to  their  colleagues 
and  students  as  they  are  apt  to  do  today.  A  remark  of  Bertrand  Russell 's 
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is  relevant  at  this  point:  “we  do  not  think  that  poetry  should  be  read  only 
by  poets,  or  that  music  should  be  heard  only  by  composers.  And,  in  like 
manner,  history  should  not  be  known  only  to  historians.” 

The  counsel  and  support  of  both  Dr.  Swainson  and  Dr.  Lamb  will  be  missed. 

While  this  past  year  has  been  a  time  of  loss  for  the  Society,  it  has  also  marked  new 
beginnings  for  the  Society  and  for  historical  activity  in  Canada.  The  Society  has 
embarked  on  two  significant  initiatives: 

The  Champlain  Society  Online 

The  Society  has  planned  and  sought  funding  to  enable  us  to  place  twenty  of  our 
most  important  volumes  online  in  a  searchable  format.  The  CRB  Foundation,  the 
Royal  Bank,  the  CIBC,  and  the  Millennium  Partnership  Fund  have  all  responded 
positively  and  funding  is  in  place  to  proceed.  This  will  be  done  in  cooperation  with 
the  Early  Canadiana  Online  Initiative  with  the  help  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
Library.  These  will  be  freely  available  through  our  web  site  :  www.cham- 
plainsociety.ca.  All  the  volumes  involved  are  out  of  print.  The  aim  of  the  Society 
has  been  to  make  key  documents  in  Canadian  history  available  for  the  general 
public  and  for  students.  We  have  been  too  successful  in  that  our  volumes  are  now 
kept  in  rare  book  rooms  or  are  too  expensive  for  students  to  buy  on  the  antiquarian 
book  market.  By  going  online  we  can  reach  the  full  audience,  asking  only  that  in 
any  use  the  role  of  the  Champlain  Society  be  acknowledged. 

The  David  Thompson  Project 

We  will  shortly  be  hearing  Dr.  William  Moreau,  who  has  recently  completed  his 
doctoral  dissertation,  analysing  the  narrative  prepared  but  never  published  by 
David  Thompson.  This  past  year,  Council  considered  the  possible  republication  of 
one  of  our  two  editions  of  the  Thompson  narrative  (edited  by  J.  B.  Tyrell  and  later 
by  Richard  Glover).  After  hearing  of  Dr.  Moreau’s  research  and  recognizing  the 
central  importance  of  Thompson  in  Canadian  history,  Council  agreed  that  a  full 
new  edition  of  Thompson’s  narrative  together  with  his  other  writings:  correspon¬ 
dence,  journals,  and  newspaper  articles  would  be  timely  and  of  considerable 
interest.  The  Society  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Dr.  Moreau  to  prepare 
three  volumes  of  Thompson’s  material.  We  have  also  agreed  with  McGill-Queen’s 
University  Press  for  them  to  publish  a  trade  edition  of  the  volumes  for  general  sale 
in  Canada  and  the  USA.  These  volumes  will  be  in  addition  to  our  normal  annual 
volume  and  members  will  be  able  to  pre-order  the  Thompson  volumes,  in  the 
Society’s  usual  red  and  gold  binding,  in  addition  to  the  annual  volume.  The  trade 
edition  will  acknowledge  the  work  of  the  Society  but  appear  in  a  different  binding. 

Historica 

The  Society  is  delighted  to  welcome  the  appearance  of  a  new  non-governmental 
organization  dedicated  to  making  Canadian  history  better  known  and  better  taught: 
Historica.  This  is  an  initiative  of  L.  R.  (Red)  Wilson  and  the  CRB  Foundation  and 
involves  many  businessmen  and  members  of  the  Champlain  Society  and  its 
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Council.  If  Canadian  history  has  been  dead,  it  is  reviving  quickly  and  the  Historica 
Foundation  and  the  Champlain  Society  are  very  much  part  of  that  revival. 

Appreciation 

The  work  of  the  Society  depends  on  the  willing  assistance  of  many  people, 
including  all  members  of  the  Council  and,  most  especially,  our  volunteer  Treasurer 
and  Administrator,  Ken  Crooke.  Once  again,  this  year  Ken  has  proved  to  be  vital 
to  the  operation  and  smooth  administration  of  the  Society.  This  year  I  would  also 
like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  contribution  made  by  our  many  donors  and  corporate 
supporters,  the  many  members  who  add  a  donation  to  their  annual  membership 
renewal,  and  to  the  CRB  Foundation,  the  Royal  Bank,  the  CIBC,  and  the  Millen¬ 
nium  Partnership  Fund  of  the  Government  of  Canada.  Once  again  this  year  Deloitte 
&  Touche  in  Toronto  completed  the  annual  audit  on  a  pro  bono  basis.  Thank  you 
to  all  for  your  support  as  we  embark  on  new  initiatives.

1.  Welcome  and  Report  of  the  President 

Ian  Wilson  welcomed  those  present  and  prefaced  his  report  with  an  announcement 
of  the  recent  deaths  of  Dr.  Donald  Swainson,  Dr.  Kaye  Lamb  and  the  wife  of 
Council  member,  Dr.  Morris  Zaslow.  Dr.  Lamb  who  died  in  August  was  the 
Society’s  honorary  president  for  many  years. 

A/  Fund  Raising 

This  has  been  a  banner  year  for  fundraising  for  the  Society.  The  C.I.B.C.  has 
donated  $7,500  for  general  support  and  administrative  expenses,  and  The  Royal 
Bank  has  donated  $10,000  to  aid  the  Society’s  membership  drive.  The  Society’s 
Millennium  project  for  putting  twenty  of  the  Society’s  books  online  has  received 
$10,000  from  the  C.  R.  Bronfman  Foundation  and  the  Canadian  government  has 
approved  the  contribution  of  $28,000  from  its  Millennium  Celebration  Fund  in 
response  to  the  Society’s  request  for  S33,000.  The  National  Library  and  the 
University  of  Toronto  Libraries  will  give  technical  support  to  the  project.  A 
committee  will  select  the  first  20  volumes  to  be  placed  online.  The  President  offered 
special  thanks  to  Kenneth  Crooke  and  Alastair  Gillespie  for  their  work  on  fundrais¬ 
ing  for  this  project.

Craig  Brown  reported  that  Dr.  Ian  Jackson’s  revised  manuscript  on  the  delineation 
of  the  United  States-Canadian  boundary  line  west  of  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  was 
received  and  a  contract  is  being  prepared  for  its  publication.

A  proposal  had  been  received  from  Professor  John  Moir  and  Dr.  Paul  Laverdure  to 
publish  a  translation  of  Exploration  de  la  region  du  Grand  Lac  des  Ours,  Paris, 
1 893,  by  the  missionary  and  geographer,  Emile  Petitot. 

4.  Report  on  the  Chalmers  Award 

A/  1998  Award  Winner 

Jeanne  Beck  presented  the  author  of  No  Car,  No  Radio,  No  Liquor  Permit:  The 
Moral  Regulation  of  Single  Mothers  in  Ontario,  1920-1997,  Margaret  Jane  Mill- 
yard  Little,  as  the  winner  of  the  Award  for  1998  and  made  a  presentation  to  her.  Dr. 
Little  is  an  Assistant  Professor  at  Queen’s  University  and  holds  a  joint  appointment 
to  the  Institute  of  Women’s  Studies  and  the  Department  of  Political  Science.

His  appointment  follows  the  death  of  Dr.  Kaye  Lamb.  The  consensus  to  accept  this 
nomination  was  unanimous.  Mr.  Wilson  thanked  Dr.  J.  Warkentin  for  accepting  this 
position. 

There  being  no  other  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  1  pm.

Sabathy-Judd,  editor  of  the  Moravians  in  Upper  Canada:  The  Fairfield  Diary

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Auditors’  Report 


To  the  Members  of 
The  Champlain  Society 


We  have  audited  the  statement  of  financial  position  of  The  Champlain  Society  (the  “Society”)  as  at 
December  31,  1998  and  the  statements  of  operations  and  changes  in  fund  balances  and  changes  in 
financial  position  for  the  year  then  ended.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Society’s  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based 
on  our  audit. 

Except  as  explained  in  the  following  paragraph,  we  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  an  audit  to  obtain 
reasonable  assurance  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit 
includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial 
statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates 
made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation. 

In  common  with  many  charitable  organizations,  the  Society  derives  a  portion  of  its  revenue  from 
donations,  the  completeness  of  which  is  not  susceptible  to  satisfactory  audit  verification.  Accordingly, 
our  verification  of  revenues  was  limited  to  the  amounts  recorded  by  the  Society  and  we  were  unable  to 
determine  whether  any  adjustments  might  be  necessary  to  revenues,  excess  of  revenues  over  expenses, 
assets  and  fund  balances. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  of  adjustments,  if  any,  which  might  have  been  determined  to  be 
necessary  had  we  been  able  to  satisfy  ourselves  concerning  the  completeness  of  the  donation  revenue 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  these  financial  statements  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects, 
the  financial  position  of  the  Society  as  at  December  31,  1998  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and 
changes  in  financial  position  for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  wdth  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 

Year  ended  December  31,  1998 


1.  NATURE  OF  THE  ORGANIZATION 

The  Champlain  Society  (the  “Society”)  endeavors  to  increase  public  awareness  of,  and  access  to, 
Canada’s  rich  historical  records  by  publishing  books  and  volumes  which  deal  with  subjects  of  a 
historical  significance  to  Canada.  The  Society  was  incorporated  under  the  Ontario  Corporations 
Act  as  a  not-for-profit  organization  and  is  a  registered  Charity  under  the  Income  Tax  Act,  and 
accordingly  is  tax  exempt  provided  the  Society  meets  certain  disbursement  requirements.  As  a 
registered  Charity,  the  Society  is  entitled  to  recover  50%  of  the  GST  paid  on  expenses  incurred. 

2.  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

(a)  Basis  of  presentation 

These  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

(b)  Fund  accounting 

The  Society  follows  the  deferral  method  of  fund  accounting,  whereby  restricted  contributions 
for  expenses  of  future  periods  are  deferred  and  recognized  as  revenue  in  the  same  period  as 
the  related  expenses.  There  was  no  such  funding  in  1998. 

Revenues  and  expenses  related  to  publishing  Canadian  historical  books  and  volumes  are 
reported  in  the  General  Series  Fund.  Revenues  and  expenses  related  specifically  to  publishing 
historical  books  and  volumes  with  Ontario  content  are  reported  in  the  Ontario  Series  Fund. 

Membership  fees,  which  include  the  sale  of  books  and  volumes  to  Members,  and  donations, 
are  considered  part  of  the  General  Series  Fund. 

Interest  income  earned  on  the  cash  resources  of  the  Society  are  reported  in  the  General  Series 
Fund. 

(c)  Revenue  recognition 

Membership  fees  and  donations  are  recognized  as  revenue  when  received  or  receivable. 

Government  grants  represent  restricted  contributions  and  are  recognized  in  the  appropriate 
fund  in  the  year  in  which  the  related  expenses  are  incurred. 

(d)  Champlain  Society  Volumes 

The  Champlain  Society  Volumes  represent  an  inventory  of  prior  publications  which  are 
available  for  sale  to  the  Members.  The  volumes  are  recorded  at  cost,  which  approximates  fair 
value.

President’s  Report 

The  President  welcomed  the  members  and  thanked  the  City  of  Toronto  Archives 
for  their  kind  hospitality  in  permitting  us  to  use  the  comfortable  and  accessible 
auditorium. 

Today,  the  21st  ot  October,  2000,  marks  the  195th  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of 
Trafalgar.  This  is  one  of  those  facts  which  have  lingered  with  me,  reflecting  a  very 
early  interest  in  naval  history.  It  is  a  fact;  it  is  an  historical  fact;  but  does  knowing 
it  mean  that  I  know  anything  at  all  about  history?  I  have  been  wondering  about  this 
as  I  read  the  now  semi-annual  public  surveys,  all  based  on  specific  details,  which 
are  interpreted  to  mean  that  Canadians  know  little  of  their  past.  The  distinguished 
historian.  Dr.  J.  L.  Granatstein,  reviewing  this  evidence  and  the  meagre  place  of 
history  in  school  curricula  has  written  of  The  Death  of  Canadian  History.  I  would 
like  to  suggest  that  there  is  evidence  of  life  after  death. 

Signs  of  historical  revival  are  becoming  clearer.  For  any  one  who  works  in  an 
archives,  this  is  visible  and  definite  as  popular  and  often  well-informed  interest  in 
the  Canadian  experience  grows.  At  the  National  Archives,  our  use  has  expanded 
significantly  as  we  explore  the  potential  of  the  web  to  reach  new  audiences. 
Traditionally  the  Archives  dealt  with  about  40,000  people  in  person  or  by  mail. 
Last  year  there  were  more  than  50  million  hits  on  our  web  site  and  1.2  million 
serious  user  sessions.  The  new  television  series,  Canada:  A  People’s  History  ,  is 
attracting  surprising  interest  in  both  English  and  French.  The  annual  history  fairs 
project,  now  run  by  Historica  have  a  wide  and  growing  following  and,  of  course, 
the  early  success  of  Historica,  building  on  the  CRB  Foundation  and  the  support  of 
Mr.  L.  R.  (Red)  Wilson,  encourages  us  all. 

As  you  will  hear  from  the  reports  of  the  committees,  the  Champlain  Society  has 
enjoyed  another  active  year.  In  a  few  minutes  we  will  be  launching  the  Champlain 
Society  Online  project.  We  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  put  20  volumes  online.  But  with 
the  considerable  help  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Library  we  have  been  able  to 
put  33  volumes  online,  fully  searchable,  at  lower  cost  than  we  had  anticipated  for 
the  full  project.  Please  try  out  this  site  and  let  us  know  of  other  volumes  you  would 
like  to  see  online  in  the  hope  we  will  be  able  to  continue  this  initiative.  The  Society’s 
volumes  come  alive  again  in  this  way  and  are  available  to  another  generation  of 
students  and  scholars  as  well  as  the  general  public. 

The  David  Thompson  Project  moves  forward  and  Dr.  William  Moreau  was  able  to 
spend  part  of  this  past  year  on  the  research,  gathering  all  available  David  Thompson 
writings  from  many  sources. 

The  Society  has  also  been  facing  serious  financial  pressures.  Our  recent  volumes 
have  tended  to  be  lengthy.  I  have  not  heard  anyone  suggesting  that  their  content 
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should  be  reduced  or  that  the  documents  chosen  are  not  worthy  of  being  made  available 
in  this  way.  Over  the  past  several  years  has  the  Society  has  reduced  its  administrative 
overhead  to  a  minimum,  thanks  in  very  large  measure  to  the  volunteer  efforts  of 
members  of  council.  Printing  and  postage  costs,  though,  continue  to  rise.  We  note  that 
last  year’s  volume  had  direct  costs  of  $55.50  per  copy,  mailed  to  members,  while  the 
annual  membership  fee  was  $50.  Our  fund  raising  for  special  projects  and  some 
accumulated  funds  have  subsidized  membership  and  the  Society  cannot  continue  on 
this  basis.  The  Council  will  be  considering  these  matters  over  the  next  few  months  and 
would  appreciate  all  advice  and  comments  from  members. 

Over  the  past  several  years,  the  administrative  responsibilities  of  the  Society  have 
been  borne  by  our  volunteer  Treasurer  and  Administrator,  Ken  Crooke.  He  stepped 
in  to  assist  at  a  critical  point  in  the  life  of  the  Society  and  I  can  assure  all  members 
from  my  direct  experience  that  the  continued  operation  of  the  Society  has  depended 
in  very  large  measure  on  his  commitment  these  past  five  years  or  so.

Dr.  Craig  Brown  reported  that 

M  Dr-  Ian  Jackson’s  volume  “Letters  from  the  49h  Parallel”  had  been  mailed  to 
members  of  the  Society. 

B/  Professor  Taylor  and  Ms.  Styran  of  Brock  University  are  in  the  final  stages  of 
preparation  of  their  edition  of  documents  of  the  Welland  Canal. 

C/  The  Publications  Committee  is  considering  a  proposal  from  Dr.  Adam  Crerar 
and  Mr.  Thomas  Crerar  who  wish  to  edit  a  volume  of  letters  of  Adam  Hope,  a  Scots 

immigrant  to  Upper  Canada  in  the  mid  1830s,  who  went  into  business  in  the 
Hamilton  area. 
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D/  The  Committee  has  invited  Professor  Sabathy-Judd  to  submit  a  formal  proposal 
for  a  volume  of  documents  on  the  Moravian  mission  to  the  Labrador  and  Professor 
Tulchinsky  of  Queen’s  University  to  submit  a  formal  proposal  for  a  volume  on  the 
history  of  the  Jews  in  Ontario.

The  treasurer  noted  his  appreciation  of  the  professional  assistance  of  auditors 
Deloitte  &  Touche.  Acceptance  of  the  treasurer's  report  -  moved  by  H.  Rollason- 
Driscoll;  seconded  by  G.  Wright.  Carried. 

President  Ian  Wilson  commented  on  the  efforts  of  the  Treasurer/Administrator  over 
the  past  five  years.  The  treasurer  was  rewarded  by  making  him  an  Honorary  Life 
Member  of  the  Society. 

4.  Annual  Report  of  the  Membership  Committee 

Ken  Crooke  and  Jeanne  Beck  (both  ex-officio)  are  replaced  by  John  Angus  (chair), 
Allan  Hoyle,  and  Heather  Rollason  Driscoll. 

Priority  of  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  raise  the  number  of  members  in  The 
Champlain  Society.  Though  there  is  some  confusion  about  the  number  of  paid  and 
renewed  members,  it  is  clear  that  the  number  of  members  in  the  Society  has  been 
decreasing  for  some  time.  As  a  result  of  this  trend,  this  committee  has  produced  a 
number  of  proposals  to  increase  the  attractiveness  of  the  Society  to  members,  as 
well  as  means  of  attracting  new  members.

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2001  Annual  Meeting 


President’s  report 

The  President  welcomed  the  members  and  thanked  the  City  of  Toronto  Archives 
for  their  kind  hospitality.  The  accessibility  and  comfort  of  this  new  location  for 
Annual  Meetings  is  clearly  attracting  members. 

We  meet  today,  little  more  than  a  week  since  the  horrifying  events  of  September 
1 1th,  a  day  which  brought  vividly  to  mind  the  words  of  President  Roosevelt  on 
December  7th,  1941,  “a  day  which  will  live  in  infamy”.  It  is  a  time  of  uncertainty 
as  we  wait  to  see  what  the  next  news  broadcast  will  bring.  Over  the  years  we  have 
published  many  documents  written  by  those  also  living  in  times  of  great  uncertainty 
and  unease.  The  journals  of  those  facing  battle,  the  diaries  of  those  who  left  the 
security  of  home  for  new  frontiers,  the  letters  of  explorers  not  sure  of  what  was 
beyond  the  next  hill  have  new  meaning  to  this  generation.  Assumed  certainties  have 
been  questioned  and  we  again  must  struggle  for  freedom,  debate  and  democratic 
process.  The  documents  we  have  published  capture  the  first-person  experiences  of 
those  in  similar  situations  and  suggest  confidence  in  ourselves  and  our  institutions. 
It  is  good  to  come  together  with  friends  and  colleagues  in  this  difficult  time  and  I 
am  delighted  to  see  how  many  members  and  guests  have  been  able  to  join  us. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  time  of  reorganization  and  consolidation  for  the  Cham¬ 
plain  Society.  Last  year  at  this  time  we  launched  the  Champlain  Society  Online 
Project  with  33  of  our  key  volumes  conveniently  available  for  study  and  research. 
The  David  Thompson  Project  proceeds  apace,  and  the  editor  for  these  three 
volumes,  Dr.  William  Moreau,  was  able  to  spend  several  months  again  this  year  on 
the  research. 

Last  year,  Ken  Crooke,  our  volunteer  Treasurer  and  Administrator  stepped  down 
after  five  years  of  service  to  the  Society.  We  have  engaged  John  Becker  of  Becker 
Associates  to  provide  administrative  support  to  the  Society.  The  change-over  has 
taken  some  time  and  effort  as  the  Society,  while  small,  seems  to  be  complex  in  the 
routines  essential  to  its  daily  operation. 

Part  way  through  the  year,  our  General  Editors,  Dr.  R.  Craig  Brown  and  Dr.  Brian 
S.  Osborne  indicated  their  wish  to  resign  from  their  role  in  the  Society,  after  a 
decade  of  service.  Both  kindly  undertook  to  complete  the  editorial  work  on  the 
volume  they  had  in  hand,  allowing  the  Society  time  to  find  a  new  General  Editor(s). 
Dr.  Osborne  will  complete  work  on  the  forthcoming  volume  on  the  Welland  Canal 
and  Dr.  Brown  will  work  with  Dr.  Roger  Hall,  the  volume  editor  for  the  Hale- 
Amherst  correspondence.  The  Council  is  currently  reviewing  its  processes  around 
publications  and  will  be  searching  for  a  new  General  Editor. 

The  Council  has  also  had  to  address  the  continued  financial  pressures  arising  from 
publishing  substantial  volumes  in  full  hard  cover  format  but  on  a  limited  edition 


16 


basis.  Costs  continue  to  rise  and  the  direct  costs  ot  the  annual  volume  in  recent 
years,  not  to  mention  newsletters  and  administrative  overhead,  are  close  to  or 
exceed  the  annual  membership  tee.  The  Society  cannot  survive  on  this  basis.  It  was 
noted  that  it  our  volumes  were  sold  commercially,  it  the  direct  production  costs 
were  $60,  the  retail  cost  would  be  above  $100;  and  indeed  many  of  our  recent 
volumes  sell  at  this  price  in  the  antiquarian  book  market,  when  they  are  available. 
Accordingly  the  Council  proposes  to  the  Annual  Meeting  that  we  increase  the 
annual  membership  fee  to  $75. 

We  trust  that  members,  especially  those  who  have  been  with  the  Society  for  some 
time  will  recognize  the  importance  of  continuing  to  support  the  work  of  the  society. 
The  annual  volume  is  a  benefit  of  membership,  but  only  one  benefit.  Our  common 
goal  is  to  make  the  key  documents  of  Canadian  history  better  known  and  the  online 
project,  the  David  Thompson  project  and  the  other  volumes  we  have  in  hand  for 
future  publication  are  all  part  of  what  membership  supports. 

I  would  like  to  thank  our  corporate  sponsors  and  donors  for  their  continued 
encouragement.  All  members  of  Council  make  an  important  contribution  to  the 
work  of  the  Society  and  every  Council  meeting  is  a  lively  event.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
work  with  them.

3.  Treasurer’s  Report  -  A.  Hoyle 

The  Champlain  Society  experienced  several  turning  points  in  2000.  First,  Becker 
Associates  was  contracted  to  act  as  Secretariat  for  the  Society.  Our  former 
Treasurer/administrator,  Ken  Crooke,  retired  after  several  years  in  the  role.  His 
stellar  service  and  thorough  understanding  of  Society  affairs  were  sorely  missed. 
The  transition  to  Becker  Associates  has  been  relatively  smooth  and  is  nearly 
complete.  Second,  our  Auditors  (Deloitte-Touche,  who  again  have  performed  their 
audit  as  a  service  for  the  Society)  reported  surplus  funds  in  excess  of  $29,000.  at 
year  end.  It  should  be  noted  that  much  of  this  came  from  corporate  donations,  and 
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on  a  day-to-day  basis  the  Society  was  only  just  able  to  meet  expenses.  At  the  end 
of  2000  the  Champlain  Society  was  solvent,  which  is  a  turnaround  from  1999,  when 
Treasurer  Crooke  reported  a  possible  deficit  of  $6,000.  We  need  to  thank  our 
corporate  donors  and  general  membership  for  their  generosity  during  the  year. 

4.  Audit  for  Year  2000  -  A.  Hoyle 

A /  draft  audit  dated  17  September  2001  was  presented.  This  had  been  completed 
by  Deloitte  &  Touche  of  Toronto.

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Auditors’  Report 

To  the  Members  of 
The  Champlain  Society 

We  have  audited  the  statement  of  financial  position  of  The  Champlain  Society  (the  “Society”)  as  at 
December  31,  2000  and  the  statements  of  operations  and  changes  in  fund  balances  and  of  cash  flows  for 
the  year  then  ended.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Society’s  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

Except  as  explained  in  the  following  paragraph,  we  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  Canadian 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  an  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit 
includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial 
statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates 
made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation. 

In  common  with  many  charitable  organizations,  the  Society  derives  a  portion  of  its  revenue  from 
donations,  the  completeness  of  which  is  not  susceptible  to  satisfactory  audit  verification.  Accordingly, 
our  verification  of  donation  revenue  was  limited  to  the  amounts  recorded  by  the  Society  and  we  were 
unable  to  determine  whether  any  adjustments  might  be  necessary  to  revenues,  excess  of  expenses  over 
revenues,  assets  and  fund  balances. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  of  adjustments,  if  any,  which  we  might  have  determined  to  be 
necessary  had  we  been  able  to  satisfy  ourselves  concerning  the  completeness  of  the  donation  revenue 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  these  financial  statements  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects, 
the  financial  position  of  the  Society  as  at  December  3 1 , 2000  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  its  cash 
flows  for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with  Canadian  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

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Floyd  S.  Chalmers  Award  in  Ontario  History 

A  Report  from  Jeanne  Beck 

The  Floyd  S.  Chalmers  Award  was  established  by  Dr.  Floyd  S.  Chalmers  in  1983 
when  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Studies 
Series.  It  was  to  be  given  annually  to  the  best  book  written  on  any  aspect  of  Ontario 
History  in  the  preceding  calendar  year.  In  1993,  having  completed  its  mandate  to 
commission  and  publish  thirty  books  on  the  history  of  Ontario,  the  Series  dis¬ 
banded.  Its  final  act  was  to  transfer  the  administration  of  the  trust  fund  and  the 
award  to  the  Champlain  Society. 

Submissions  Criteria 

The  Chalmers  Award  is  an  important  prize  for  an  author  to  win  because  it  is  given 
annually  to  the  best  book,  written  by  single  or  joint  authorship  on  any  aspect  of  the 
history  of  Ontario.  It  has  been  given  to  a  succession  of  Canadian  authors  whose 
works  have  covered  many  aspects  of  Ontario’s  past  Economic  and  Industrial 
History,  Biography,(at  least  5  of  these)  Ethnic  History,  Education,  Social,  Religious 
and  Cultural  History. 

Entries  for  this  award  are  adjudicated  by  a  panel  of  distinguished  Canadian  historians. 

1 .  The  criteria  used  by  the  jury  include: 

-  strength  of  the  arguments  presented  by  the  book 

-  The  range  of  the  subject  and  its  significance 

-  The  quality  of  the  research 

-  The  excellence  of  the  literary  style 

Minor  consideration  is  be  given  to  the  design  and  quality  of  bookmaking  involved 
in  the  production  of  the  work 

2.  Excluded  from  consideration  are  the  following  categories  of  publications. 

-  Diaries  and  volumes  of  documents  unless  containing  substantial 
interpretive  material  produced  by  the  author 

-  Textbooks 

-  Collections  of  essays  by  a  number  of  different  authors 

-  Books  in  translation 

-  Bibliographies 

3.  On  occasion  no  award  will  be  made  if  none  of  the  entries  are  deemed  of 
sufficient  quality. 

4.  On  occasion  there  may  be  one  winner  and  one  other  work  recommended  for 
“honourable  mention”. 
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Award  Presentations  for  1998 

The  award  for  the  best  book  published  in  1998  was  chosen  from  7  publishers’ 
entries.  Dr  Robert  L  Fraser,  Chair,  Dr.  Peter  Waite  and  Dr.  Wendy  L.  Mitchinson 
were  the  jurors.  The  best  book  was  Margaret  Jane  Hillyard  Little’s  No  Car,  No 
Radio,  No  Liquor  Permit:  The  Moral  Regulation  of  Single  Mothers  in  Ontario, 
1920-1997.  Publisher  was  University  of  Toronto  Press,  Toronto,  1998.  The  jurors 
said  that: 

No  Car...  is  the  most  conceptual  of  the  books  nominated  and  is  on  an 
important  topic.  The  time  period  is  significant  in  offering  the  author  the 
chance  to  analyse  change  over  time.  Little  offers  an  excellent  analysis 
of  the  shifting  attitudes  to  single  mothers  and  the  government’s  response 
to  them.  It  adds  to  women’s  history,  the  history  of  the  state,  the  history 
of  the  family,  and  the  study  of  policy.  It  inform  us  about  Ontario  and  the 
way  in  which  the  government  of  this  province  has  treated  some  of  the 
most  vulnerable  within  this  society. 

Award  Presentation  for  1999 

There  were  13  books  submitted  for  the  1999  Award,  which  consists  of  $2000.  and 
a  piece  of  Inuit.  sculpture.  Dr.  Robert  L.  Fraser,  Chair;  Dr.  Peter  Waite  and  Dr. 
Wendy  L.  Murchison  were  the  jurors. 

President  Ian  Wilson  announced  that  the  Chalmers  Award  for  the  best  book  on 
Ontario  History  in  1999  was  given  to  Charlotte  Gray,  author  of  Sisters  in  the 
Wilderness:  the  Lives  of  Susanna  Moodie  and  Catharine  Parr  Trail  published  at 
Toronto  1999  by  Viking  Press,  a  part  of  the  Penguin  Press  group.  This  book  has 
risen  to  the  top  ten  best  seller  list  through  2000  and  2001 .  The  jurors  said  that: 

Ms.  Gray  takes  a  well-known  topic,  the  Strickland  Sisters,  and  brings  a 
fresh  eye  to  an  old  subject  with  a  rivetting  piece  of  writing  which  is  deft, 
clever,  and  the  narrative  good.  The  book  becomes  a  study  of  family 
dynamics.  Drawing  upon  the  wealth  of  documentation  which  the  two 
women  left  behind,  Gray  brings  their  personalities  to  life  and  dis¬ 
tinguishes  their  professional  personae  from  their  private  lives. 

An  Ottawa  resident,  Ms  Gray  will  be  presented  her  award  in  Ottawa  at  a  convenient 
time. 


Award  Presentation  for  2000 

Sixteen  books  from  5  different  publishers  were  submitted  this  year  and  their 
subjects  covered  an  exceptionally  wide  range.  This  year’s  winner  which  was  chosen 
by  a  jury  of  distinguished  Canadian  historians:  Dr  Wendy  Mitchinson,  Dr.  Peter 
Waite,  and  Dr  Robert  Fraser,  records  a  comparatively  new  field  of  Ontario  historical 
studies,  that  of  medicine  and  its  important  medical  institutions.  The  award  goes  to 
James  Connor,  who  has  written  a  splendid  history  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital 
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entitled  Doing  Good,  The  Life  of  Toronto’s  General  Hospital,  published  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press. 

This  book  fulfills  admirably  the  second  important  wish  of  Dr.  Chalmers  that  the 
books  awarded  the  prize  are  of  highest  academic  standard,  and  written  in  a  lively 
and  engaging  style  which  would  interest  and  inform  both  professional  historians 
and  the  general  public.  The  citation  agreed  upon  unanimously  by  the  jury  states 

It  is  probably  one  of  best  hospital  histories  we  have  and  reflects  the 
author’s  mastery  of  medical  history,  institutional  history,  and 
Toronto/Ontario  history.  The  early  chapters  are  particularly  engrossing 
as  Connor  put  the  rise  of  the  hospital  into  the  context  of  the  early 
beginnings  of  Toronto  and  the  colony.  The  inner  workings  of  the 
hospital  were  especially  vivid  .  . .  What  is  noteworthy  about  this  study 
compared  to  other  hospital  histories  is  the  author’s  ability  to  place  it  in 
the  broader  context  of  medical  developments.

Canada  Millennium  Partnership  Program 
October  1999  to  May  2001 

On  October  28  ,  1999  the  Hon.  Herb  Gray,  Deputy  Prime  Minister,  approved  a 
contribution  ot  $28,  475  to  the  Society’s  project  to  place  25  past  Champlain  Society 
volumes  in  a  full  text,  searchable,  online  database  and  therefore  accessible  to  the 
general  public  anywhere  for  all  time. 

This  grant  was  a  result  of  an  application  tor  assistance  which  had  been  crafted  under 
the  guidance  ot  Ken  Crooke  and  submitted  earlier.  It  envisaged  an  expenditure 
budget  of  $97,975.  Income  to  support  the  endeavour,  in  addition  to  the  33%  of 
expenditures  that  could  be  obtained  from  the  Millennium  Bureau,  would  come  from 
corporations  ($27,500),  donations  from  Society  members  ($10,000)  and  $32,000 
from  donations  in  kind  and  voluntary  effort  contributed  by  the  University  of 
Toronto,  members  and  scholars. 

The  original  estimate  was  for  25  volumes  but  this  was  subsequently  increased  to 
33.  Scanning  of  about  9,000  pages  was  also  increased.  English,  French,  old  French 
and  several  aboriginal  languages  were  involved  in  the  transcription  from  the 
archive  copies  of  old  Champlain  Society  volumes  to  the  web  pages  on  the  Internet. 
The  actual  costs  of  placing  33  volumes  online  were  less  than  half  of  that  projected. 
The  fund-raising  efforts  of  the  Society  resulted  in  gifts  from  corporations  of 
$27,500  and  an  additional  $3,000  of  in-kind,  volunteer  labour.  The  33%  grant  from 
the  Millennium  Bureau  was  therefore  reduced  to  $15,612,  about  55%  of  what  was 
initially  requested.

The  Champlain 
Society  volumes  are  an  ideal  resource  for  this  preservation  activity.  And  links  have 
been  designed  to  ease  movement  from  and  to  “www.canadiana.org”  and  the 
Society’s  own  web  page  at  “www.champlainsociety.ca”.
